Professor Simpson then delivered an 
excellent and much appreciated dis 
cussion on Darwin's life a ml works. 
Charles Darwin's ancestors were al- 
most all medical men and Bciîutists. 
His grandfather wrote several BCten- 
tilie works including one on plant ev- 
olution. 

Charles Hat win was bom in 1809, 
VerV early in life he developed a 
great taste for studying plants and 
flowers, At the age of nine, he was 
sent to school ,a Shreweshury where 
be remained until he was sixteen. 
From tlK-re he went to Edinburgh to 
study medicine. However, not being 
very enthusiastic about the study of 
medicine, he was sent to Cambridge 
to study theology. He graduated 
from here in 1831. 

Amongst Darwin's friends at Cam- 
bridge was Henslowe, the greatest 
botanist of his time. With him Dar- 
! win spent much of his time in col- 
; lectlng botanical and zoological spe- 
cimens. After his graduation he went 



on a voyage with Captain Fitzroy to 
the South Sea Islands. On this voy- j 
age which lasted Ave years he bad 
ample opportunity to gratify his ; 
taste for research in the natural 
sciences. 

In 1S39 he married his cousin and 
lived for three years in London where 
he published his first hook. In 1842 
he moved from London to Dowries, I 
Mfherc lie lived for 40 ye.irs. Here h.- 1 
did all his literary and research ' 
work. 

Darwin's views excited on all si.di-s 
much criticism and abuse, of which 
lie took no notice. Darwin himself 
considered "Variations oî Animals 
and Plants," his greatest work. The 
"Descent of Mail" is thé Work which 
the layman regards as the whole o: 
his works. 

In conclusion Prof. Simpson gave ill 
short discussion on Darwin's "(Jriji'i 
of Species." When he had concluded' 
his address a very hearty vote of i 
thnn'is was tendered the Professor. | 

The interest. in this lecture was | 
further heightened hy the fact that 
Prof. Simpson has in his possession 
two of the origint.1 mauscripts, and 
what was considered by Darwin him- 
self us his best photograph. These 
<>ere passed nround among the audi- 
ence.

Dear Sir:— 

In your issue of to-day's 
I date I notice an article on the suc- 
cessful business that is being carried 
on by the Students' Supply Room. 
For some time I have been rather at 
a li>ss as to what are the primary 
aims and objects of the undertaking. 
Is the undertaking supposed to be of 
a philnnthropiCnl or lucrative nature? 
I was once under the Impression that 
it was philanthropical and that the 
main aim of the Students' Supply 
was to provide students' requisite at 
a lower cost than they could get them 
anywhere else. Knowing what an ex- 
orbitant price students have to pay 
for text books at Montreal book- 
Btorea and the poor eelectl m they 
usually keep in stock. I thought the 
main idea of this enterprise was to 
remedy this evil bo that every Btu- 
dent might be in pocket by • bein; 
rnibled to get his books, etc., etc., 
at a minimum cost. However, it 
hns dawned upon me after a visit or 
two to the Supply Room that I must 
have hern mistaken and that the 
main object has been of a lucrative 
nature. I found that books were n it 
a cent cheaper than they are in the 
city book stores nnd the selection no 
better. Not only were the particular 
requisites to student life exhibited 
but those which are common to all, 



such as articles of underwear, shirts, 
socks, razors, shaving soap, etc, 

Surely such a stock of goods can- 
not be necessary, when in many of 
these lines there arc excellent shops 
in the city. Competition in this 
city, except in the line of books, 
' seeniB to me to be plenty strong 
enough and it is not fair nor the 
Part of a University to compete in 
trade as a side line with those to 
whom it means a living. Many of 
the smaller shops near the Univer- 
sity depend largely on student-pat- 
ronage and in some cases are even 
Willing to give students special rates, 
often more reasonable thin those 
charged by the Supply Room itself. 
Are we k'iving such tradesman a 
square deal when we thus deviate 
trade from them in the name of our 
University? To say that th> Supply 
Room is a meat convenience to the 
students on account of its being a 
few steps nearer the University seems 
to me absurd when other stores are 
within a stone's throw of it. Such 
things as 1 have mentioned convince 
me that the Supply Room is run 
solely for money purposes and not 
out of any philanthropical desire to 
convenience- the Individual student. 
If reduced to a purely business enter- 
prize then the students have a right 
to know whether profits are used in 
the best interests of the University 
or what they nre devoted to. 

My own personal opinion is that 
it would be undesirnbh for McGill to 
try and copy the Harvard Co-opera- 
tive Store. We all know that the 
spirit of commercialism has been the 
ruin of the United States in tho 
higher phases of its national life. 
HritiBh tradition has never been al- 
lowed that spirit of commercialism 
to interfere at all. 

Most of us arc interested in com- 
mercial enterprises, and many of us 
may after our college career devote 
our lives to commerce, hut I claim 
that there is no room for commercial 
Undertakings or the fostering in Un- 
iversity activities.
